K<u' seuuc time past there* has 
been a sort of deael-heat betwe«en 
the two biggest bells in ihc worlel, 
the one at the cathedral in Moscow 
ami the either at the* uutinished pa- 
goda of Meuge»ou, India, north of 
Maiulalay, across the river. If the 
fiU'mer was tin* biggtu- of the two it. 
was cracked, and lhe»refe»re useless 
as a bell, while the latter, though 
wholts has dragged it« supports 
down tdl it rested on the ground 
and woidel not emit any sound. 
Ne>w, lu)wev**r, it has bee^n re^swung 
ami can claim attentiem as thi> big- 
gest bell in working order in the 
world. 

In 1890 the Hiirmese community 
decided te) have the bell raised ami 
emple>yed the Irrawaddy FUitilla 
(*ompauy, linuteel, to do the weirk. 
The rim e)f the bell was first sup- 
pe>rtcd by huge bulks of tiud>er 
wenlgtHl in all i^onnd and a tripod 
erecteel over it to fasten the shackle 
to and keep it upright. The cdd 
supports luiving been knocked away 
two largi* iron ce)lumns 25 feid high 
cast by the* Irrawadely company 
were erecteel with cemcretc founda- 
tions. A large steel cross-gii de*r, 
with a dint ribut ing girder e)n the 
top of it, was then passeel through 
the shac'kle, antl the bell wasraiseei 
by screw jacks all round and weelges 
of tind»er until the cross-girder 
eoulel be pla(*eel on the pillars ami 
riveteel in position. Thescrewjacks 
were then e*ase*d and the bedl left 
swinging, with iws lower rim about 
twev feet ten iiudiesfrom the ground. 
The weight is about 98 tons, the 
cireMnnfen*nce at the ba^se being 
51 i feet at the top M feet. It ave- 
rages e»ver a feH)t in thi<'kne*ss. The 
bell itself is over r> feet high and 
the shackle, which was int<»nde<l 
for logs of timber, abou; 12 feet. 
The pin in the shackle has a diame- 
ter of U» inches. The bell was east 
about the beginning of tlie ee'Ututy 
by King Hevdowpaya as an aeeom- 
paniment te> the huge* briedv pagoela 
which he never tinished. It is saiel 
to have been cast on an island antl 
rafted across, Ne> [)ro[>er means 
yet exist for striking the bell, but 
when hit with a heavy pi*>cee>f woevel 
it gives out a deep vibrating iHiom.

Sandy Hook is a Gi>vernment re- 
servation for the Ordnance D(q>art 
meut's use as a proving gronml for 
eaiinem. About a year ago a rtde* 
wjis passed forbidding visiti>rs with- 
out pass(*s to roam about the hook, 
as great risk te> lives freun bursting 
cannons e>r shells has cost tlu* (iov- 
ernment a pivtty ]H*nny.

It is, however, [lossible Ut linish the 
work of each day at 1 o\dock in- 
stead of at half-p/ist one, and do 
ampip justice* t>o e/wdi subject by 
the fdiin j^iven below : 
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(Frfnn the lirotMyn Efif^ie). 

The following letter was written 
to the K(i(jlf' by James V. Donnel- 
ly, a deaf-mute of niurdi ability 
and rare clearness of thought : 

To thci every day average Ameri- 
can readier to the current tr>pics of 
discussion, it must H*;em that deaf- 
mute <iflucation is a vmy odd 
thing. No two (Hlucat^irs of pro- 
minence seem t/O agree. One side 
must be wrong in its theories — for 
theoriiis and not jiratdic'al results 
are the bone of contenti<m. 

The oral or method of t^^.aching 
by the use of sfKiken language has 
many strong advocates. They 
point to that wonderful child, 
Hellen Keller, as an examf>le of 
what their system can accomplish. 
In her case, the results are truly 
wonderful. They use the .argu- 
ment that ull people have tlu^ir 
vocal organs and the renson they 
cannot sjieak is because tli(»y have 
never heard s(>oken words. 'I'eacdi 
them to siH^ik hy otjiei nutans than 
by that of sound and, j>rest;0 I yow 
hav45 th(» child " restored to so- 
ciety," with only one wuise, that of 
hearing, lacking, instc^ad of two. 

The advocates of tjn* combined 
system — and they an? h^gion, in- 
cluding Ml the ndiicatcd d<«af, and 
the priricij>als of s(diools for the 
deaf, who have made the teaching 
of this class of children a life study 
— do not favor the oral system 
alone. Th(? combined system 
means the us(^ of any numns of in- 
struction best adapted Uy the 
needs of the juipils. 

The deaf have constantly, in 
their papers and at conventions, 
denounced the claims of the oral 
teachers. Not a single edipfatf^d 
deaf man or woman who has taken 
j)art in the battle of life and knows 
the world, ladieves in tht? oral ine- 
tln>d for all the deaf. 

Every deaf child born is mA a 
Helen Kelhu* ; every pianisi is not 
a Paderewski ; i\\i'.vy slugg(?r is not 
a Fitzsimmons; every wheebnan is 
not a Zimmy. To point to llelon 
Keller, blind «s she is, as an ex- 
ample of cjral t<?ac!uug, is as [>re- 
sumt>tuous as tx) take an assorted 
class of boys and (daim that by a 
c(?rtain system of training th<?y 
would all become champion prize 
lighters, just beeausi* Fitzsimmons 
followed that parti(?idar (four*i(\ 

Temdiers in the public s(diools, 
whtsre all the children can hear, 
find that no two children are of the 
same average in iutelligence, in 
speech or in advancement in stu- 
dies. These chiblren who canhear 
perfectly have to be instrucded 
liow to fHonounce many words, and 
nev<?r master some. 

Cultured peo[d<? go to schools id" 
vocal instruction to be taught how 
to manage their vocal organs, how 
to prcmoiinee wr>rds, how to sing, 
et^5., and are often, after many 
lessons, as bad in tlicir sfieech as 
when th<»y started. The English 
lanj^uage is, with its dilTerent ways 
of pronunciation, about (In* most 
lifYicult tiling to learn (xirrectly. 
It is never mastered by many. 
Now, why, in th(* name of common 
sense, df» so-(!alb*d innt riietorsof the 
deaf (daim that a chihi who is stone 
deaf, who has no idea.of sfiokcn or 
written languag**, can be taugfd to 
speak like an ailist of tl»e stage V 
The y^M-y idea is absurd. 

Years of jrainful cITortH are wast- 
ed in t^»aching a <du Id to prouonnee 
a f*!W words in a harsh, unnatural 
voice. The thre^^ \Vh^ lessons in 
im*rality ami iMdiavior, and the 
r(*al fuirpose of the sehools, are lost 
sight of in the mad desire of the 
oralist that his theory shall ludd 
good, and the poor<diild is literally 
bombardefl with tin* various aria (*f 
the oralists till it rvuceeeds in utter 
tenor in mastiiring a few words. 
VVMiat then ? It may have be<»h se- 
veral years in the wdiool. The boy 
or girl may be far advanc(»d in its 
'tfM'Us. f>utside of having succe*!d- 
ed in being taught how to say 
'' paj»a," *' mamma," and other 
ehildish words, its school know- 
ledge is nil. The whole lime has 
been wasted in wrestling with vo(^al 
rdiords- Signs, or the deaf-mute's 
alpliabet has been shunncfl as it 
^were the [dague, although it is 
often a valuabb* uid for the deaf in 
the acquisition of an f»*lucation. 

The childisliness of the deaf 
e<Iucated by the oral method was 
shown in an unexpected way a f<?w 
months ago, when sevr;ral pupils of 
an institute? which educate by this 
methofi w<^r<? arrested (ui suspifd#»n 
of having ifi iirdered one of their 
teachers. These boys wen*^ unable 
to answ(?r questions tliat a publb* 
Hidioolboy of five could, 'f'heir ar- 
'•nt In eourt before Recorder 
brought out the fact lliat 
the words they spoke were under- 
stood by no one, that rhey could 
only understand \\m simplest of 



use the deaf mute's signs when 
bilking to each other despite the 
oralists' claim that tludr pupils 
know naught of signs. 

Arrayed on the side of the in- 
stitutes that give instruction by 
speech are many prominent men. 
ft is well understood by the edu- 
cated deaf that this is a hobby with 
th(?m. Many have no practicable 
knowl(^dg(i of the fine art of in- 
structing tin? deaf. On the sitle rd' 
combined methods are the whole of 
the educated deaf and, with a half 
dozen exceptions, all the principals 
of the schools for the deaf. 

ft must be borm^ in mind th it a 
deaf-mute scdiool is a public srduiol, 
supfiorted by tlie State in which it 
is established. The iriea that do- 
mi ruttes th<i method of instruction 
in public s(dio(ds for the hearing is 
suj)pos(?<l to rule in the public 
schools for the d(?af. The public 
schof>ls are to make? the youth of 
the country good (dtizens, law- 
abiding ami moral. The methods 
used arc those that will most easily 
acc<un[)lish this end. Experiments 
in niethoils u^ instructi(m are 
avoid(?d. fn fact, in this busy, 
rushing age. the }Miri)ose of the 
sehools seems to be to turn out, 
educated citizens in the shortest 
space of time. 

In the schools for the deaf, 
although siii)f>orti5d by the State, 
(jvery irresponsibh? persop with a 
theory is allowed to ex[)eriinent.

There are (diildren who 
lose their h<?aring by sickness after 
reaching the age; (d* reason. They 
have a good (•ommand of speech 
and are in danger of forg(»tting it 
if not encouraged to continue its 
use. The oral method just suits 
this class ui' tin? d(?af. They are 
n^addy instructed by it. What is 
objected to is the fruitless aitemjit 
of th<» oralists to t<?ach sp(?ech to 
children who have been born deaf. 
As v\(dl put a canvas bcdore a blind 
man and give him paint and brush- 
es and tell him to j)ictui'e a land- 
s(!ape he had never s<?en. If born 
idind tie has no (?once[)tion of the 
subj<»(d. Or, to instance, plac<? a 
Zulu or otlH»r savag*? b*?for(? a 
piano, and tell him to f>lay <me of 
VVagfier's selections h<? had ru^vcu* 
heard; or, again, take a boy fi'csh 
fnuii the farm and make? him mas- 
t<?r of ecreinoiHes at a. Mftb iivoniM^ 
r(?C(!ption. 

Probably if the blind man, ur 
the Zulu, or the farmer's boy, is 
su(di a (iheiiomcuion as H(?l(?n Kel- 
ler, tlu'y will accoinjilish their tasks 
with n«*atiiess and (lispatch, but in 
ninety-rniu? c?as(?s out cd' the t>ro- 
verfdal hundred they will make a 
mess of the whoh? thing.

The '* microphonograf>h " is the 
name given to a machine recently 
made in Franc5e and which applies 
in a new way the principle of the 
phonograph as now in common us- 
age. The idea of the French de- 
vice is, within certain limiti*, U^ 
make the <leaf hear. In this re- 
Hper^t it certainly comes nearer to 
fulfilling itn mission than does Edi- 
son's much -la Iked -of apfilication of 
the Ii<K5ntgen rays to making the 
blind see. 

As a matter f)f fact, the micro- 
phono'/raph does make the deaf hear 
that is, all such jiersons general- 
ly chiH.sin<?d as <leaf, yet in whom 
,the hearing mechanism is not whol- 
ly rlentroyed or in whom nature has 
supplied even rudirrrentary hearing 
apparatus. The microphonograj)!! 
docH for soufjds which under ordi- 
rmry cofiditions w<Hdd be indislin- 
i^uishable to a *leaf pers<m exactly 
what the m ic row^ojx- floes tf) objfretH 
which without its aid would be in- 
visible. It magnifies them. 

Mr. F. Dussaud is the inventor of 
this new ai<l to the aOlicted. He 
was moved to it by his pity for a 
parti(?ular deaf and clumb person in 
whom he was interested, and the 
result of his labors prom i sen to 
work a great <'ljariLrr' In tfie method 
of treatin;j iinot hear 

or sfK^ak. 

As is well known, the inability \a\ 
speak on the part of thos*^ deaf 
from infancy ariscH from their hav- 
ing no knowledge of sf>unds. Their 
vocal organs may be perfect, yet 
they are totally ignorant of how to 
use them. At present they are 
taught by an elaborate study of the 
lip movement until they at last 
re^wdi Xi'vy fairly intelligible speech. 
The microph(»nogra})h, by ena- 
bling them to hear the s^funds direct- 
ly, will enable them to takf! a short 
cut to a point which heretofore has 
been remdje^l by a long and te<lious 
roa<l, and will at the sfime time 
render their speech much clearer 
and natural in tone. 

Two instantaneous photographs 
recently taken in Paris illustrate 
the use of the micro[>honograph. 
One of them represents Mr. Dus- 
saud and a deaf and dumb t>oy who 
is holding to his ear the telephonic 
receiver, which is connected with 
the machine. The microphono- 
graph is not in operation, although 
the d**af-mute does n<ji know it and 
is straining lii.s rar in vain to catch 
the sounds.
